MEDICAL  STAFF 


Four  medical  officers  continued  to  be  employed  during  the  year,  and  the 
duties  were  as  outlined  in  my  previous  reports.  The  Senior  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  from  October,  attended  half-time  a  course  for  the  Diploma  of  Public 
Health  at  the  University  of  Manchester,  and  part-time  assistance  was  obtained 
to  carry  out  clinical  work  which  had  formerly  been  his  responsibility. 
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To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 

County  Borough  of  Warrington. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957. 

Examination  of  the  vital  statistics  shows  that  it  was  generally  a  satisfactory 

year. 

The  notable  points  of  improvement  were  in  connection  with  infant  mortality, 
there  being  a  reduction  in  the  infant  death  rate  and  also  in  the  neo-natal  death 
rate,  the  latter  rate  has  only  once  been  improved  upon  in  Warrington,  and  with 
the  lower  rate  of  tuberculosis  notification. 

A  point  of  special  note  concerns  the  increase  in  the  death  rate  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  Deaths  due  to  these  causes  have  been  in¬ 
creasing  in  Warrington  in  recent  years,  and  this  is  now  the  most  common 
form  of  cancer  causing  death  in  the  town.  The  Authority  co-operated  with  Dr. 
Stocks  in  his  recent  researches  on  the  cause  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  when  he 
showed  that  there  was  a  very  marked  connection  between  cigarette  smoking 
and  cancer  of  the  lung.  During  the  year  efforts  were  made  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  public  the  danger  of  cigarette  smoking.  It  has  been  clearly  shown 
that  cancer  of  the  lung  occurs  most  commonly  in  association  with  this  habit, 
the  association  being  even  more  marked  in  towns  with  problems  of  atmospheric 
pollution.  In  Warrington  we  have  also  this  latter  problem,  and  during  the 
year  preparations  were  made  to  establish  a  smokeless  zone  and  for  the  general 
enforcement  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  when  it  came  into  full  force  in  1958.  Several 
industrial  firms  in  the  town  were  taking  steps  to  improve  their  furnace  and 
boiler  equipment,  and  details  of  a  residential  smoke  control  area  were  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Council.  The  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution  will  take  many 
years  to  overcome,  but  it  is  gratifying  that  a  start  has  been  made  upon  the 
problem. 

The  year  was  notable  for  a  sharp  epidemic  of  influenza  during  the  Autumn. 
The  illness  seemed  to  affect  most  households  and,  for  the  short  course  it  ran, 
caused  considerable  disruption  of  the  town’s  life.  Fortunately  the  disease  was 
mild  and  absence  from  work  was  usually  of  about  one  week’s  duration. 

The  year  was  notable  for  the  lowest  notification  rate  of  respiratory  tuber¬ 
culosis  on  record.  This  is  the  first  year  in  which  this  rate  has  shown  any  marked 
change,  and  while  it  would  be  premature  to  say  that  the  strenuous  efforts  which 
have  been  made  in  recent  years  are  now  bearing  fruit,  it  would  appear  that  at 
least  some  improvement  is  being  made  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis.  In 
an  attempt  to  increase  resistance  to  tuberculosis,  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  13 
year  old  school  children  was  commenced,  and  the  scheme  will  be  in  full  opera¬ 
tion  in  1958.  Much  help  in  after-care  work  was  given  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  to  whom  I  would  like  to  express  my  indebtedness  for  their  co-operation. 
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Poliomyelitis  immunisation  was  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  scheme.  This  procedure  occupied  a  considerable  amount  of  admin¬ 
istrative  time  of  the  office  staff  due  to  the  necessity  for  registration  of  children 
and  the  making  of  subsequent  arrangements  for  the  injection  of  selected  groups. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  will  not  be  long  in  coming  when  the  immunising 
material  is  freely  available  and  this  protection  can  be  given  on  the  same  lines 
as  diphtheria  immunisation  with  a  minimum  of  administrative  complexity. 

In  the  environmental  sphere,  a  public  enquiry  in  relation  to  the  first 
slum  clearance  area  was  held.  By  this  method,  and  by  dealing  with  individual 
unfit  houses,  progress  was  continued  with  slum  clearance. 

It  is  with  great  regret  I  record  the  death  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Richardson,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  in  April,  1958.  During  his  period  of  office  as  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  he  advanced  the  environmental  services  and  made 
a  marked  impact  upon  the  health  services  of  the  town.  His  work  in  atmospheric 
pollution,  slum  clearance,  and  food  hygiene  will  always  be  remembered,  and 
the  town  has  lost  a  valuable  officer.  He  is  succeeded  by  Mr.  Molyneux,  formerly 
Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  has  kindly  undertaken  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  that  part  of  the  report  relating  to  the  work  carried  out  by  Mr. 
Richardson. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  I  have  received  during  the 
year  from  all  members  of  the  Council,  and  especially  the  Health  Committee. 
Their  unfailing  understanding  and  support  have  been  of  great  help  in  the 
administration  and  operation  of  the  complex  local  health  service  machinery. 
Also,  I  would  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department, 
without  whom  the  work  could  not  have  been  performed,  and  who  have  carried 
out  their  work  with  a  full  sense  of  vocation. 

I  have  received  outstanding  co-operation  from  all  other  Departments  ot 
the  Corporation,  from  voluntary  bodies,  and  all  other  branches  of  the  medical 
profession.

INFANT  MORTALITY 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  to  30.58,  which  is  one  of  the  lowest  rates  on 
record  in  the  town.  The  stillbirth  rate  rose  to  23.61.  However,  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  total  of  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  expressed  per  thousand  live 
and  still  births  was  53.62,  a  rate  which  has  only  once  been  surpassed  in  this  town. 
It  is  noticeable  that  over  the  past  few  years  this  total  rate  of  live  and  stillbirths 
has  tended  to  be  remarkably  constant — a  low  stillbirth  rate  being  accompanied 
by  a  high  infant  mortality  rate,  and  vice  versa.  The  total  rate  forms  a  reliable 
index  of  the  efficiency  of  the  social  and  maternity  services,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
notice  the  improvement  which  has  taken  place  in  this  rate  in  the  past  20  years, 
as  shown  in  the  vital  statistics  table  on  page  12.  There  is,  however,  still  much 
room  for  improvement  in  these  rates,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  this  will  result 
as  more  use  is  made  of  the  available  maternity  services.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table,  the  only  heavy  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  was  the  outbreak  of  measles  which  took  place  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  It  will  be  seen  that  recently  measles  has  resumed  its  heavy  incidence  in 
alternate  years,  which  was  a  marked  feature  in  pre-war  years. 

Four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  isolated  cases  caused  by  undetermined 
organisms. 

In  the  autumn  there  was  a  sharp  epidemic  of  Virus  A  (Asian)  Influenza 
which  caused  absences  from  work  and  school  of  about  one  week.  The  outbreak 
lasted  a  little  over  a  month.  Towards  the  end  of  the  outbreak  immunising 
vaccine  was  received  and  made  available  to  staff  at  special  risk.

Tuberculosis 


The  notification  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  during  the  year  was  the  lowest 
on  record,  as  also  was  the  respiratory  death  rate.  During  the  past  three  years 
there  has  been  intensive  activity  in  ‘contact’  tracing  and  very  close  liaison 
between  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the  Health  Department.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
great  efforts  are  now  showing  a  result  and  that  the  low  incidence  of  tuberculosi 
in  the  past  year  may  represent  a  real  decline  of  the  disease  in  the  town.  This  is 
the  first  year  where  there  has  been  any  indication  in  reduction  in  the  incidence 
of  disease  though  the  death  rate  fell  some  years  ago.  In  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  was  at  work  in  the  town,  and  it  may 
well  be  that  cases  brought  to  light  by  the  work  of  that  Unit  will  appear  in  the 
following  year,  and  it  would  be  wrong  to  assume  that  the  low  rate  for  the  present 
year  is  necessarily  one  that  will  continue.  In  dealing  with  tuberculosis  there  can 
never  be  any  room  for  complacency,  but  if  there  is  continued  effort  in  supporting 
the  treatment  given  at  the  Chest  Clinic  with  effective  ‘contact’  tracing,  and  with 
full  co-operation  from  the  general  public,  then  much  greater  reduction  in  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  will  be  seen  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  local  policy  with  regard  to  re-housing  of  tuberculous  families  continued 
as  in  previous  years. 

The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  commenced  a  weekly  session  of 
one  afternoon  on  the  5th  March  at  the  Patten  Hall.  This  is  a  Public  Session  for 
the  referral  of  general  practitioner  cases  or  for  public  use.  I  am  indebted  to 
the  Director  of  the  unit  for  the  following  statistics  which  disclose  the  great 
value  of  this  service.

DOMICILIARY  VISITING 


Regular  visiting  of  all  households  from  which  notifications  have  been 
received  is  accompanied  by  intensive  efforts  to  trace  all  contacts  with  a  known 
case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis.  All  contacts  so  traced  are  entered  in  the 
register  and  are  repeatedly  visited  and  encouraged  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic, 
or  to  continue  to  attend  where  the  Chest  Physician  advises  this.  The  attendance 
of  contacts  at  the  hospital  clinic  for  surveillance  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Clinic  except  in  the  case  of 
school-children  and  during  the  year  56  contacts  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  at 
the  Chest  Clinic. 

It  was  found  possible  during  the  year  to  commence  B.C.G.  inoculation  of 
school-children  in  the  13  year-old  age  group  and  a  pilot  survey  was  made  in  one 
school  prior  to  commencing  a  full-scale  programme  of  inoculation  of  school

DEATHS 

There  were  3  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  and 
one  death  from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 

The  table  of  causes  of  death  on  page  14  gives  the  analysis  by  age  and  sex 
of  those  dying  of  respiratory  and  all  other  forms  of  tuberculosis. 


AFTER-CARE  OF  THE  TUBERCULOUS 

The  Authority  makes  an  annual  grant  of  £100  to  the  Daresbury  and 
Warrington  Division  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  to  aid  them  in  the  splendid 
work  they  carry  out  in  the  field  of  after-care  of  the  tuberculous.  I  am  indebted 
to  the  Welfare  Officer  of  the  Division  for  the  following  details  of  assistance 
given  to  Warrington  cases  during  the  year: 

28  cases  were  referred  for  assistance  and  were  dealt  with  by  the  issue  of 
food  vouchers,  supply  of  new  and  second-hand  clothing,  assistance  with 
payment  of  arrears  of  household  expenses,  and  in  two  cases  periods  of  con¬ 
valescence  were  arranged.  In  one  case  a  bath  and  sanitary  fittings  were  installed 
in  the  home  of  a  disabled  man. 
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Prophylactic  Measures 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  and  at  schools, 
and  also  by  general  practitioners  by  arrangement  with  the  Authority. 

The  table  below  gives  details  of  initial  protection  given  by  the  infection  of 
prophylactics  against  diphtheria,  smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  in  comparison  with  previous  years 
there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  diphtheria  immunisation  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  Borough.  This  is  greatly  to  be  regretted,  and  is  attributed  to 
the  great  emphasis  and  the  publicity  which  is  given  nationally  to  poliomyelitis 
immunisation.  I  feel  that  this  has  detracted  from  the  diphtheria  immunisation 
campaign. 


The  number  of  vaccinations  against  smallpox  has  increased,  but  many  of 
these  are  in  adults,  presumably  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  International 
Certificates  in  order  to  travel  abroad. 


Poliomyelitis  immunisation  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  scheme 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  to  the  limit  of  the  amount  of  material 
available.  Administratively  it  was  very  time  consuming  owing  to  the  great 
amount  of  organising  which  was  necessary  in  order  to  register  children  and, 
subsequently,  to  make  arrangements  for  their  attendance  for  immunisation. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  children  were  registered  with  a  view  to  receiving  either 
British  or  Salk  vaccine,  and  no  great  difficulty  was  encountered  in  this  pro¬ 
cedure,  though  some  parents  did  feel  a  certain  amount  of  uncertainty  between 
the  various  vaccines  which  were  offered  for  their  use.

The 
Crafts  Instructress  attends  at  the  homes  of  some  handicapped  persons  who 
cannot  attend  the  classes. 

16  Spastics  are  crippled  to  such  a  degree  as  to  merit  registration  under 
Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  1  of  whom  is  employed  in 
the  Workshops  for  Blind  and  Disabled  Persons  and  9  attend  the  pastime 
handicraft  class.  There  are  6  males  and  10  females  registered  as  spastics  under 
Section  29.  One  of  those  registered  is  in  welfare  accommodation  provided  by 
the  Authority.  There  are  3  Spastics  sponsored  by  the  Authority  for  admission 
to  Daresbury  Hall  Residential  Home.

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MATERNAL  AND  CHILD-CARE 


GENERAL 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  the  pattern  of  the  service5  the 
accommodation  available  being  in  rented  Church  premises.  The  difficulties 
outlined  in  my  previous  reports  continued,  but  at  the  time  of  writing,  work  has 
begun  on  the  building  of  the  new  clinic  at  the  rear  of  the  Health  Department, 
which  will  result  in  material  improvements  in  all  services. 


ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  SERVICES 

Attendances  at  the  Local  Health  Authority’s  ante-natal  clinic  during  the

These  figures  include  a  large  number  of  patients  who  attended  once  only 
and  who  are  then  booked  for  hospital  confinement  and  are  referred  to  hospital 
ante-natal  clinics,  and  they  also  include  patients  from  the  areas  of  Lancashire 
and  Cheshire  County  Councils. 

One  post-natal  session  is  held  each  week  at  the  same  time  as  an  ante-natal 
clinic  with  a  consultant  obstretrician  in  attendance.  Mothers  confined  at  home 
are  encouraged  to  attend  this  clinic  for  a  post-natal  examination  about  six  weeks 
after  confinement.  During  the  year  27  women  attended  as  compared  with  24 
in  1956.  Of  course,  the  majority  of  patients  who  are  confined  in  their  own 
homes  have  booked  a  doctor  who  carries  out  post-natal  examination  under  his 
own  arrangements,  and  these  27  women  are  those  who  attended  for  post¬ 
natal  examination  having  booked  no  doctor  for  their  confinement.  Reference 
to  the  section  on  Midwifery  shov/s  that  only  55  women  did  not  book  a  doctor. 
Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  stress  the  importance  of  post-natal  examination 
during  their  routine  visits. 

During  the  year  the  system  of  ante-natal  classes  slowly  expanded.  The 
lectures  are  given  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  and  the  Non-Medical 
Supervisor  of  Midwives,  and  are  illustrated  by  film-strips  and  slides.  Atten¬ 
dances  are  not  confined  to  Borough  residents  and  patients  from  adjoining 
county  areas  frequently  attend.  150  expectant  mothers  attended  courses  during 
the  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  arrangements  were  in  hand  for  vaccination  of 
expectant  mothers  with  poliomyelitis  vaccine  owing  to  the  increased  supply 
of  vaccine  available  due  to  the  importation  of  Salk  material. 

There  have  been  no  developments  following  a  meeting  to  discuss  Ante-natal 
care  related  to  Toxaemia  referred  to  in  Circular  9/56. 
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The  total  number  of  premature  infants  born  in  the  area  during  1957  was  104 
compared  with  114  born  during  1956.

Eight  such  cases  were  admitted  to  various  homes  during  1957  as 
compared  with  13  in  1956.  Close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the 
various  homes  to  which  the  mothers  are  admitted  and  the  Authority,  in  order  to 
secure  follow-up  of  the  infants. 

Included  in  the  figure  of  visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  1956 
are  85  visits  to  illegitimate  children  under  one  year,  and  79  to  those  over  one 
year  old. 

Priority  in  the  allocation  of  nursery  accommodation  is  given  to  the 
children  of  unmarried  mothers  who  go  out  to  work.

The  deficiencies  in  the  establishment  produced  by  the  loss  of  6  health 
visitors  during  the  year  will  be  made  good  by  training  students,  but  in  the 
meanwhile  work  will  have  to  be  carried  out  more  selectively.  The  provision  of 
car  allowances  has  enabled  those  visitors  with  cars  to  cover  bigger  areas. 

Of  the  6  health  visitors  who  resigned,  two  left  for  domestic  reasons  and 
four  to  join  the  staffs  of  the  adjoining  counties. 


TRAINING  OF  HEALTH  VISITORS 

Two  Student  Health  Visitors  were  appointed  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
and  will  commence  training  in  September,  1958.  In  the  interim  period  they 
are  being  employed  as  Clinic  Nurses. 


HEALTH  VISITORS'  DUTIES 

The  work  of  the  health  visitors  was  detailed  in  my  last  annual  report,  and 
they  have  continued  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  the  all-purpose  social  workers  of 
the  department,  ably  combining  the  qualities  of  nurse  and  social  worker  in 
carrying  out  their  function  of  advising  on  all  aspects  of  family  health.  Their 
work  is  unspectacular,  since  it  is  always  difficult  to  show  what  has  been  pre¬ 
vented,  but  special  mention  should  be  made  of  their  efforts  among  problem 
families,  work  calling  for  much  patience  and  individual  initiative.  The  statistical 
tables  provide  only  part  of  the  account  of  their  work  but  indicate  the  broad  field 
they  cover.  During  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  they  assisted  in  the  hospital 
ante-natal  clinic  due  to  shortage  of  midwives  in  the  hospital  services  and  enabled 
that  clinic  to  continue  in  full  operation. 

Two  health  visitors  attended  a  three  weeks  advanced  course  at  Manchester 
University  in  connection  with  the  ascertainment  and  management  of  deafness 
in  children  under  5  years.  All  the  health  visitors  were  instructed  in  special 
screening  tests  for  young  children. 
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PROBLEM  FAMILIES 


In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  27  of  1954,  Health 
Visitors  have  been  paying  special  attention  to  the  needs  of  this  group.  As 
occasion  demands,  individual  cases  are  considered  by  a  meeting  of  Designated 
Officers,  but  for  the  most  part  individual  health  visitors  have  performed  very 
valuable  work  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  many  families  who  present 
special  difficulties  on  their  districts.  As  a  result  of  the  painstaking  work  of  a 
health  visitor  over  a  period  of  7  years  the  position  was  reached  where  the  mother 
(accompanied  by  the  two  youngest  children)  of  such  a  family  was  considered  to 
be  capable  of  profiting  by  attendance  at  a  recuperative  centre  and  she  was  sent 
to  Brentwood  Recuperative  Centre,  Marple,  Cheshire,  for  six  weeks.  There  is 
evidence  that  this  family  is  now  maintaining  itself  and  not  exhibiting  former 
anti-social  traits,  though  continued  support  from  the  health  visitor  is  needed. 
Work  in  this  sphere  is  time-consuming  and  there  is  no  easy  solution.  Every 
case  must  be  considered  and  dealt  with  in  a  way  suitable  to  its  needs  and  this 
type  of  work  calls  for  close  liaison  with  other  services,  statutory  and  voluntary. 


POST-GRADUATE  COURSES 

One  Health  Visitor  attended  a  Post-Graduate  Course  in  Cambridge  for 
two  weeks,  and  nine  attended  a  Week-end  Refresher  Course  in  Manchester.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  Health  Education  the  main  emphasis  has  again  been  on  personal  teaching 
in  the  homes  by  various  sections  of  the  Local  Health  Authority’s  staff.  The 
work  has  been  supplemented  by  posters  and  by  lectures  to  interested  bodies. 

Propaganda  to  publicise  the  connection  between  smoking  and  lung  cancer 
was  carried  out  by  means  of  distribution  of  material  in  schools,  posters,  articles 
in  the  local  press,  and  statements  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  at 
meetings  of  the  Council.  It  is  felt  that  no  deep  or  lasting  impression  was  made. 
This  aspect  received  extra  publicity  in  the  Clean  Air  Campaigns,  and  the  public 
discussions  and  utterances  in  connection  with  Smoke  Controlled  Areas  since  the 
questions  of  smoking  and  smoke  from  chimneys  usually  became  related,  the 
one  subject  focussing  interest  also  on  the  other. 

During  the  year  a  film-strip  and  slide  projector  was  obtained  as  an  aid  to 
health  education  talks. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Tuberculosis  has  been  dealt  with  as  a  single  problem  in  “Control  of 
Communicable  Diseases”  embracing  prevention,  diagnosis  and  treatment.

MATERNITY  CASES  ATTENDED 

There  were  628  domiciliary  confinements  reported  and  1343  institutional 
confinements  during  the  year. 

Midwives  employed  by  the  Authority  attended  611  cases  (55  cases  where 
no  doctor  was  booked  and  556  where  a  doctor  was  booked).  Independent 
midwives  attended  17  cases  where  a  doctor  was  booked. 


MEDICAL  AID 

Medical  aid  was  summoned  by  midwives  in  73  domiciliary  cases,  including 
55  cases  where  the  medical  practitioner  had  arranged  to  provide  the  patient 
with  maternity  medical  services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  The 
Authority  is  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  practitioners’  fees  in  the  other  18  cases. 


ANALGESIA 

All  the  municipal  midwives  are  qualified  to  administer  analgesia  (trilene, 
gas  and  air  and  pethidine)  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board.  All  midwives  are  equipped  for  trilene  administration.

ORGANISATION 

The  general  pattern  of  work  continued  as  in  previous  years.  Recruitment 
of  staff  continues  to  be  difficult.  The  statistical  tables  show  no  diminution  of  the 
demands  on  the  service,  except  in  regard  to  tuberculosis,  where  the  number  of 
visits  is  markedly  reduced,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  also  a  big  increase  in 
the  attendances  at  the  Nurses’  Home  for  injections. 

Circular  1/58  requests  information  concerning  the  effectiveness  of  the  home 
nursing  service  in  relieving  pressure  on  hospital  beds.  In  my  previous  reports 
I  have  commented  upon  the  work  which  has  been  done  by  the  home  nursing  and 
domestic  help  services,  especially  among  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  This  work 
has  continued  of  necessity,  since  there  are  insufficient  hospital  beds  to  cope  with 
the  demands  of  this  type  of  patient.  In  several  cases  the  Local  Authority 
services  have  been  compelled  to  handle  cases  for  which  hospital  care  was 
urgently  needed.  The  problem  of  the  hospital  authorities  is  appreciated,  and 
this  matter  is  under  consideration  by  them.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board 
appointed  a  part-time  Geriatrician  to  take  up  duty  early  in  1958,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  she  will  be  able  to  set  up  an  assessment  and  priority  service  to  ensure  that 
those  cases  which  cannot  be  managed  at  home,  secure  admission. 

The  home  nursing  and  domestic  help  services  will  continue  to  manage  all 
possible  chronic  sick  and  aged  persons  at  home,  thus  minimising  the  demand 
upon  hospital  beds.  Many  surgical  cases  are  discharged  from  hospital  at  an 
early  date  for  home  care,  resulting  in  a  rapid  bed  turnover  compared  with  other 
hospitals  in  the  region.  There  is  no  doubt  that  full  use  is  made  of  the  Home 
Nursing  Service.

INJECTION  CLINIC 

In  addition  to  the  cases  attended  in  their  homes,  288  patients  made  6,201 
attendances  at  the  Clinic  at  the  Nurses’  Home  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
injections.  At  the  close  of  the  year  75  patients  were  still  attending  this  Clinic, 
the  institution  of  which  has  relieved  the  pressure  on  home  visiting  by  the 
nursing  staff. 

BATHS  SERVICE 

During  the  year  this  service  which  enables  a  trained  nurse  to  visit  the 
aged  and  infirm  in  their  homes  to  give  them  baths  was  continued.  125  old 
people  received  this  service  and  1,862  visits  were  paid  to  their  homes  by  the 
staff. 

This  service  has  satisfied  a  long  felt  need  and  has  been  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  old  people  who  have  benefitted  from  it. 
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DOMESTIC  HELP 


GENERAL 

The  demand  for  the  Domestic  Help  Service  was  greater  in  1957  than  in 
any  previous  year,  and  the  service  was  expanded  accordingly,  although  help 
allocated  throughout  the  year  was  still  on  a  restricted  basis.  It  is  expected  that 
the  demand  will  continue  to  increase  until  the  chronic  sick  and  aged  category 
which  now  practically  monopolises  the  service,  reaches  a  state  of  equilibrium 
some  years  hence. 

Liaison  with  the  various  departments  and  voluntary  organisations  to 
alleviate  any  unnecessary  suffering  of  the  house-bound  has  been  of  a  high 
standard.  Hospital  Almoners  try  to  give  sufficient  warning  of  a  patient’s  dis¬ 
charge  in  order  that  where  necessary,  preparations  for  the  homecoming  can  be 
made.  The  trend  for  old  people  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  rather  than  to 
move  to  a  communal  centre  has  been  confirmed. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  confinement  cases  for  the  year  remains  un¬ 
altered.  An  effort  to  encourage  expectant  mothers  to  take  advantage  of  the 
service  has  been,  and  is  being,  made.  Enquiries  about  the  scope  of  duties  and 
cost  of  the  service  have  increased,  but  there  is  still  a  reluctance  to  spend  the 
home  confinement  grant  for  this  purpose. 


ORGANISATION 

During  the  year  the  Authority  adopted  a  system  of  increasing  the  hourly 
rate  of  pay  by  6d.  for  Domestic  Helps  called  upon  to  undertake  work  under 
extremely  dirty  conditions.  This  innovation  became  necessary  because  of  the 
difficulty  experienced  in  staffing  this  type  of  case.  Two  such  cases  occurred 
during  1957.  For  payment,  the  case  must  be  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  or  his  deputy  as  one  of  exceptional  unpleasantness. 

A  Clerk/Typist  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  increased  volume  of  clerical 
work.  This  has  enabled  the  Organiser  and  Visitor  to  concentrate  on  supervision 
of  Domestic  Helps  and  visiting,  to  ascertain  the  continued  needs  of  the  various 
cases. 

Some  difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  finding  the  right  type  of  person  for 
Domestic  Help  duties.  As  an  experiment,  to  help  to  solve  this  problem,  a  small 
number  of  Half-time  Helps,  who  for  various  reasons  could  not  undertake  Full¬ 
time  employment,  have  been  employed.

1956. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


ORGANISATION 

There  was  no  change  in  the  service  during  the  year.  The  Ambulance 
Service  continues  to  give  cover  to  the  County  Borough  and  a  large  agency  area 
in  the  contiguous  parts  of  both  Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  and  the  total  population 
served  is,  therefore,  approximately  130,000.  The  figure  of  22,277  patients 
carried  by  all  vehicles  during  the  year  is  the  lowest  since  1953.  The  following 
factors  have  operated  to  produce  this : 

(a)  a  marked  fall  in  the  numbers  of  patients  conveyed  to  and' from  the  out¬ 
patient  Departments  of  the  Warrington  group  hospitals,  and 

(b)  a  reduction  of  some  3,600  in  the  figure  of  patients  carried  due  to  the  fact 
that  mental  defectives  attending  the  Occupation  Centre  were,  for  the 
first  complete  year,  conveyed  to  and  from  their  homes  by  a  special 
Departmental  vehicle  and  not  by  the  Ambulance  Service. 

The  fact  that  the  total  number  of  miles  run  has  not  also  shown  a  marked 
reduction  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  increasing  number  of  longer  journeys  of  the 
emergency  type  undertaken  in  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Agency  areas,  and 
also  to  the  steady  movement  of  Warrington  residents  from  the  centre  of  the  town 
to  municipal  housing  sites  on  the  perimeter  of  the  town.  This  has  shown  itself 
by  a  slight  increase  in  the  overall  number  of  miles  per  patient,  even  for  Warring¬ 
ton  cases. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Service  both  the  number  of  patients 
carried,  and  the  number  of  miles  run  by  sitting-case  cars  were  greater  than  for 
ambulances.  In  view  of  the  preponderence  of  routine  calls  over  true  emergency 
cases  this  feature  is  a  very  necessary  and  normal  development  of  the  Service 
leading  to  economic  use  of  both  man-power  and  vehicles. 

VEHICLES 

The  vehicle  strength  remains  unchanged  at  5  ambulances,  2  dual-purpose 
vehicles,  and  1  taxi-type  sitting-case  car.  During  the  year  two  old  ambulances 
were  replaced  by  two  Austin  ‘Princess’  vehicles.  Together  with  the  Humber 
‘Snipe’  ambulance  the  service  now  possesses  three  larger  type  vehicles  all  of 
which  provide  for  patient-comfort  on  long-distance  journeys,  in  addition  to 
utilising  vehicles  with  longer  periods  of  active  life,  thus  possibly  reducing 
vehicle  costs  by  less  frequent  replacement.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


There  was  no  change  in  the  staff  position  of  the  service  during  the  year, 
but  the  authority  changed  the  premises  in  which  the  Occupation  Centre  was 
held. 

The  position  regarding  vacancies  in  hospitals  in  both  mental  illness  and 
mental  deficiency  was  reasonably  satisfactory,  and  the  authority  enjoys  much 
assistance  from  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Harrison,  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Winwick  Hospital,  and  of  Dr.  Fraser  MacKenzie,  Regional  Advisor  in  Mental 
Deficiency.  I  am  particularly  grateful  to  the  latter  for  his  specialist  opinion  in 
difficult  cases. 

There  has  been  a  very  good  standard  of  co-operation  received  from  the 
hospitals  during  the  year. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  the  Warrington  Borough  Police  with  the  staff 
of  this  Department  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  following  tables  give  details  of  the  work  performed  by  this  service 
during  the  year  where  specific  action  was  taken  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental 
Treatment  Acts  and  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  The  tables  do  not  include  the 
many  cases  which  required  no  specific  action  under  these  Acts,  but  where 
advice  or  assistance  was  given  or  which  were  referred  to  other  statutary  or 
voluntary  bodies.

OCCUPATION  CENTRE 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  as  a  result  of  the  closing  of  a  Day  Nursery,  the 
Committee  made  alterations  to  the  premises  in  order  to  render  them  suitable 
for  an  Occupation  Centre  of  50  places.  While  these  premises  were  less  spacious 
than  the  previous  rented  premises  in  the  Methodist  Schoolroom,  the  fact  that 
they  were  used  for  no  other  purpose  was  of  great  assistance  and  enabled  further 
developments  to  take  place  in  various  forms  of  occupation  which  were  not 
possible  in  rented  premises,  where  materials  had  to  be  put  away  at  the  end  of 
sessions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  44  children  attending,  compared  with 
46  at  the  end  of  1956. 

The  defectives  attending  the  Centre  are  provided  with  hot  mid-day  meals 
from  the  Bolton  County  School  Meals  Kitchen  and  one  part-time  assistant  is 
employed  to  assist  in  serving  the  meals. 

The  majority  of  the  Warrington  children  who  attend  the  Centre  are 
conveyed  to  and  from  their  homes  by  ambulance.

PART  I— GENERAL 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  for  the  area  is  derived  from  deep  wells  in  Bunter  sand¬ 
stone  at  Winwick  and  Houghton  Green  and  boreholes  at  Newton  Hollow  and 
Foxhill,  near  Frodsham,  Cheshire,  and  Forest  Farm,  Burtonwood,  all  of  which 
are  owned  and  controlled  by  the  County  Borough  Council.  Supplies  are 
supplemented  in  bulk  by  Liverpool  and  Manchester  Corporations. 

(1)  The  supply  to  the  area  and  its  several  parts  have  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

(2)  There  is  no  significant  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(3)  The  well  and  borehole  supplies  are  chlorinated.  In  addition  the 
supply  from  Forest  Farm  is  aerated.  Treatment  is  afforded  to  the 
supplementary  supplies  by  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  authorities. 

(4)  The  whole  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  Borough  has  a  piped  supply 
to  each  house  and  no  stand  pipe  supplies  exist.  Direct  to  houses: 
22,651.  Population:  79,420. 

Routine  sampling  is  undertaken  by  officials  of  the  Water  Department  of 
the  Local  Authority  and  samples  from  each  source  of  supply  are  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst,  J.  G.  Sherratt,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.  132  bacteriological 
and  49  chemical  samples  were  examined  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  submitted  12  samples  of  town’s  water  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  the 
Cleansing  and  Salvage  Department,  controlled  by  Mr.  W.  Whitfield,  the 
Cleansing  Superintendent.  He  supplies  the  following  information  concerning 
the  service.

CINEMAS  AND  THEATRES 

Twelve  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  by  public  health  inspectors 
who  are  authorised  officers  for  the  purpose  of  Section  4  of  the  Cinematograph 
Act,  1909.  During  the  year  a  theatre  and  two  cinemas  were  closed. 

The  number  of  cinemas  has  now  been  reduced  to  six.  The  cinemas  have 
been  maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Six  formal  samples  of  filling  materials  were  submitted  to  the  Slumberland 
(Research)  Laboratories  Ltd.,  Stockport,  who  are  chemists  designated  as 
“prescribed  analysts”  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act.  Four  samples  were  satisfactory, 
one  not  satisfactory  and  in  one  case  the  product  was  not  a  prescribed  material 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

The  unsatisfactory  sample  was  a  sample  of  mill  puff  which  contained  3.5 
per  cent  extraneous  trash  material.  The  firm  supplying  this  sample  were  in¬ 
formed  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  material  and  a  letter  from  them  assured 
the  department  that  the  whole  of  the  stock  of  this  material  had  been  destroyed. 

Three  manufacturers  of  upholstery  furniture  and  bedding  materials  are 
registered  under  the  Act.  There  are  no  persons  or  premises  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  or  storage  of  rag  flock  within  the  Borough.

PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT 


A  total  of  66  persons  and  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  as  listed 
sellers  of  Part  II  poisons.  All  listed  sellers  have  been  visited  during  the  year 
by  the  Inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  J.  R.  Dale.  No  sales  from 
unauthorised  premises  were  detected. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT 

Nine  premises  were  licensed  as  Pet  Shops,  and  the  premises  and  conditions 
under  which  animals  are  kept  are  considered  satisfactory. 


FERTILISER  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT 

Six  formal  samples  and  two  informal  samples  were  taken.  Both  informal 
samples  failed  to  conform  with  the  declaration,  but  subsequent  formal  samples 
taken  were  satisfactory. 


MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACTS  AND  REGULATIONS 

Inspectors  made  15  visits  to  food  premises  for  the  purposes  of  these  Acts 
and  Regulations  and  no  contraventions  were  recorded. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

One  licence  was  issued  under  Section  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
authorising  a  firm  of  Building  Contractors  to  station  and  use  a  caravan  on  a 
site  within  the  borough  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months.  In  three 
other  instances  the  vacation  of  sites  was  secured  without  resort  to  formal  action.

To  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  the  remedy  of  disrepair  1,605 
informal  and  706  statutory  notices  were  served,  and  1,120  informal  notices 
and  856  statutory  notices  were  complied  with. 


Twenty-two  complaints  and  informations  were  submitted  to  the  court 
relating  to  19  properties  at  which  requirements  of  notices  had  not  been  met. 
An  abatement  order  was  made  in  three  instances,  a  fine  imposed  in  three 
instances  and  the  remainder  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs,  the  work 
having  been  completed  between  issue  of  summons  and  date  of  hearing.  (See 
details  of  proceedings,  page  100.) 


Work  was  carried  out  by  agreement  or  in  default  at  13  houses  at  a  cost  of 
£285. 


147  Demolition  Orders  and  6  Closing  Orders  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  were  made.  2  undertakings  not  to  relet  were  accepted  in 
lieu  of  demolition  orders.  1  undertaking  that  repairs  would  be  carried  out  was 
accepted  and  complied  with.  117  dwelling  houses  were  demolished  during  the 
year. 


Clearance  Areas — Napier  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 

A  public  inquiry  was  held  on  the  22nd  January  and  the  Order  confirmed 
with  minor  modifications. 
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The  Borough  Surveyor  (J.  Y.  Hughes,  Esq.)  indicates  that  it  was  necessary 
to  take  action  about  dangerous  conditions  in  47  houses. 

Improvement  grants  were  approved  for  38  owner-occupiers  and  in  one 
case  rented  property. 

The  department  continues  to  provide  information  to  prospective  pur¬ 
chasers  of  houses  within  the  borough  as  to  the  Council’s  proposals  for  Slum 
Clearance  during  the  five  years  1956  to  1961.  In  addition  information  is  pro¬ 
vided  in  respect  of  houses  which  are  intended  to  be  the  subject  of  Demolition 
or  Closing  Orders.  These  are  classified  as  follows: —

During  the  period  1st  January,  1957,  to  5th  July,  1957,  no  applications 
were  received  for  certificates  of  disrepair  under  Sec.  23  and  26  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

On  6th  July,  1957,  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  came  into  operation  and  landlords 
commenced  to  serve  notices  of  rent  increases.  This  had  the  effect  of  causing 
tenants  to  seek  advice  on  procedure  and  increased  the  number  of  requests 
for  certificates  of  disrepair.

RODENT  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION

SURVEY  AND  NOTIFICATION 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-one  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  were  received 
at  the  Department  during  the  period.  One  hundred  and  six  local  authority 
premises  were  surveyed  and  585  premises  were  surveyed  during  visits  to 
buildings  where  food  was  manufactured,  stored  or  sold;  at  pig  styes  and  cow¬ 
sheds  while  concerned  with  movements  of  animals  under  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Act,  and  during  investigations  into  complaints  concerning  the  keeping 
of  animals,  insanitary  brook  courses,  offensive  trades  and  stables.  Nine  hundred 
and  thirty- two  dwelling  houses  which  were  the  subject  of  inspection  for  dis¬ 
repair  were  also  surveyed  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  rodent  infestation. 

Eight  small  block  control  schemes  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


SEWER  TREATMENT 

In  the  first  sewer  treatment  of  the  year  test  baiting  was  carried  out  in 
318  manholes,  being  approximately  12  per  cent  of  the  manholes  in  the  Borough. 
Of  these  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  pre-baiting  with  unpoisoned  bait  in 
78  manholes  which  showed  that  in  37  manholes  rats  were  present  in  varying 
numbers.  These  37  manholes  were  then  poison  baited  and  from  the  evidence 
of  bait  taken  it  is  estimated  that  some  80  rats  were  destroyed.  The  poison 
used  was  arsenious  oxide  in  bread  rusk  mash. 

A  second  treatment  during  the  year  was  carried  out  when  59  manholes 
out  of  139  tested  were  poison  baited  and  an  estimated  number  of  162  rats  were 
accounted  for.  The  poison  used  was  zinc  phosphide  in  sausage  rusk. 

The  following  table  covering  the  period  April  1st,  1957,  to  March  31st, 
1958,  showing  the  extent  and  type  of  infestation  and  measures  of  control  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

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PART  V— ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


DEPOSIT  GAUGES 

Table  A1  (page  68)  gives  the  monthly  deposits  for  the  year  1957  at  each 
of  the  four  gauges  situated  within  the  borough,  with  comparative  monthly 
deposits  from  May  onwards  registered  at  an  additional  gauge  sited  in  Walton 
Park,  approximately  2\  miles  south-west  of  the  town  centre.  These  results, 
excluding  the  latter  gauge  are  also  shown  in  graph  form  (page  73). 

Table  A2  (page  69)  shows  the  mean  average  monthly  and  yearly  deposits 
registered  at  the  original  sites  during  the  years  1950-1956  with  comparative 
figures  for  the  new  sites  during  1957,  and  the  annual  rainfall  figures. 

Table  A3  (page  71)  gives  the  monthly  rainfall  figures  over  the  last  five 
years. 

The  returns  for  the  first  full  year  at  the  new  sites  are  approximately  20% 
heavier  than  the  average  deposits  over  seven  years  at  the  original  sites,  whereas 
the  annual  rainfall  was  close  to  the  average.  The  increase  in  deposits  is  due  to 
the  change  of  sites  and  demonstrates  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  figures  truly 
representative  of  the  whole  borough  with  only  four  gauges.  It  has  been  pointed 
out  in  previous  reports  that  there  is  no  means  of  accurately  measuring  total 
pollution  and  that  the  various  instruments  record  trends  in  pollution  only. 
Nevertheless  the  records  will  serve  as  a  guide  in  the  future  when  measurements 
can  be  resumed  at  former  sites  and  when  it  is  hoped  to  be  possible  to  show  the 
improvements  effected  by  the  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  to  both  industrial  and  domestic  problems.  The  deposits  recorded  at 
the  Central  Police  Station  during  1957  are  by  far  the  heaviest  of  any  site  yet 
investigated  and  it  is  believed  that  the  maximum  deposits  occur  in  this  area. 
In  this  connection  the  results  to  be  obtained  from  a  gauge  sited  in  the  Howley 
district  would  be  of  interest  and  it  may  be  possible  to  arrange  for  this  at  some 
future  date. 


LEAD  PEROXIDE  GAUGES 

The  monthly  average  of  sulphur  emissions  during  1957  at  the  new  sites 
is  shown  in  table  B  (page  72),  with  comparative  monthly  figures  at  Walton 
Park  from  May  to  December,  and  also  the  mean  average  monthly  and  yearly 
emissions  at  the  original  sites  from  1950  to  1956.  The  1957  returns  for  the 
borough  gauges  are  shown  in  graph  form  on  page  74. 

A  similar  increase  is  shown  as  with  the  deposit  gauges  and  the  same  remarks 
apply.  The  significant  point  in  this  year’s  return  is  the  almost  level  emissions 
throughout  the  year.  The  succession  of  poor  summers  we  have  experienced  has 
resulted  in  the  diminution  of  the  once  familiar  downward  curve  which  occured 
during  the  summer  months.  The  lowest  monthly  average  during  1957  occurred 
during  July,  being  19.3  milligrammes  SO3  per  1,000  sq.  cms.  per  day,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  16.9  milligrammes  of  SO3  per  1,000  sq.  cms.  per  day  in  July,  1956. 
The  highest  reading  during  1957  of  25.2  milligrammes  of  SO 3  per  1,000  sq. 
cms.  per  day  occurred  in  February,  whilst  in  1956,  it  was  the  April  reading  of 
24.3. 

The  highest  and  lowest  monthly  readings  during  the  years  1950  to  1956 
at  the  original  sites  were  28.1  (January,  1953)  and  9.6  (July,  1956)  milligrammes 
of  S03  per  1,000  sq.  cms.  per  day.

Several  firms  have  been  advised  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  the  National 
Fuel  Efficiency  Service  (N.I.F.E.S.),  and  are  known  to  be  receiving 
regular  visits  from  this  organisation  and  to  be  benefiting  from  the  advice 
and  practical  demonstrations  provided. 

No  proceedings  have  been  taken  or  statutory  notices  served  during  the 

year. 
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PROGRESS  MADE  IN  IMPLEMENTATION  OF  THE  CLEAN  AIR 

ACT,  1956 


As  indicated  last  year,  1st  January,  1957,  was  the  first  “appointed”  day 
under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  when  the  provisions  concerning  smoke  control  areas, 
new  furnaces  and  new  chimneys  came  into  operation.  During  the  year  approval 
was  given  for  the  installation  of  7  small  space  heating  plants  and  one  industrial 
steam  raising  plant.  In  6  cases  increase  in  height  of  proposed  new  chimneys 
was  secured. 

The  systematic  survey  of  steam  raising  and  industrial  furnaces  was  con¬ 
tinued.  The  advent  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  with  the  promise  of  the  second 
“appointed”  day  to  come  early  in  1958  created  a  new  interest  in  fuel  economy 
and  smoke  abatement  in  most  factories  and  advice  and  explanations  were 
frequently  requested  during  the  year.  As  a  result  of  these  discussions  much 
work  was  put  in  progress  or  planned  to  meet  the  provisions  of  the  new  legislation. 
It  is  convenient,  therefore,  at  this  stage  to  summarise  the  progress  made  in 
recent  years,  together  with  future  proposals  to  deal  with  both  industrial  and 
domestic  problems : — 

Administrative  Action 

(1)  A  survey  of  furnace  installations  has  been  in  progress  since  1955  with 
assistance  and  advice  to  managements. 

(2)  On  December  10th,  1956,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  addressed 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  the  provisions  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act  as  they  would  affect  industry,  emphasising  the  need  for 
the  interim  period  pending  the  dark  smoke  provisions  coming  into  opera¬ 
tion  in  1958  to  be  used  for  preparation  and  planning  to  enable  compliance 
with  the  dark  smoke  provisions.  A  summary  of  the  address  was  circulated 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  all  its  members. 

(3)  In  1957  the  Town  Council  agreed  in  principle  to  the  establishment  of  a 
smoke  control  area  covering  over  600  private  houses  in  the  Longford 
Street/Fitzherbert  Street  district.  Work  in  obtaining  preliminary  informa¬ 
tion  required  for  submission  to  Minister  is  shortly  to  proceed. 

(4)  The  Council  also  approved  a  resolution  of  the  Related  Health  Services 
Committee  that: — • 

(a)  the  appropriate  committees  of  the  Council  be  requested  to  survey 
the  properties  and  undertakings  in  their  control  with  a  view  to  adapting, 
converting  or  installing  apparatus  which  will  ensure  conditions  of 
smokeless  combustion  of  fuel,  or  in  the  case  of  industrial  type  under¬ 
takings  conditions  of  combustion  which  will  satisfy  Ringelmann  2 
shade  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

(b)  that  undeveloped  land  in  the  ownership  of  the  local  authority  be 
declared  smoke  control  areas  in  advance  of  development. 

(c)  the  Education  Committee  be  requested  to  survey  schools  and  adapt 
or  convert  open  coal  fires  to  smokeless  combustion. 

(5)  The  Local  Authority  also  decided  to  take  part  in  the  North  West  Clean 
Air  Campaign  and  an  Exhibition  at  the  Parr  Hall  has  been  arranged  to 
take  place  during  February,  1958. 
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Specific  examples  of  cases  where  heavy  emissions  have  been  eliminated  by  the 
installation  of  new  or  additional  plant  covering  period  between  1952  and  1957. 

Printing  Works.  Hand-fired  vertical  boiler  replaced  with  automatically 
controlled  Super  Economic  Boiler  fitted  with  mechanical  underfeed  stoker. 

Dyers  and  Cleaners.  Hand-fired  vertical  boiler  converted  to  mechanical 
underfeed  stoking. 

^Foundry.  Grit  arresting  plant  fitted  to  Cupola  Blast  Furnace. 
^Metallurgical  Works. 

(1)  Alterations  carried  out  to  producer  gas  plant  to  prevent  emission  of  “green 
gas”  at  low  level. 

(2)  Use  of  coal-fired  steam  locomotives  discontinued — new  diesel  locomotive 
provided. 

(3)  One  coal-fired  re-heating  metallurgical  furnace  converted  to  oil-firing. 

(4)  Coal-fired  steam  cranes  converted  to  oil-firing. 

(5)  Installation  of  modern  oil-fired  steam  raising  plant  in  hand — replaces 
coal-fired  water  tube  boilers. 

In  addition  to  improvements  already  effected  the  following  plans  are 
finalised : 

(1)  Two  coal-fired  metallurgical  furnaces  to  be  scrapped  and  replaced  with  one 
oil-fired  furnace. 

(2)  A  similar  furnace,  fired  by  producer-gas,  will  be  instrumented  and  modern¬ 
ised  to  eliminate  the  present  heavy  smoke  emissions. 

^Metallurgical  Works.  A  new  boiler  house,  in  which  modern  oil-fired 
package  boilers  are  to  be  installed,  is  now  being  constructed.  To  meet  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  the  firm  have  agreed  to  alter  the  plans  and  to  construct  a 
separate  60  to  80-ft.  chimney.  Smoke  emissions  will  continue  at  this  firm  from 
an  obsolete  producer-gas  fired  metallurgical  furnace.  Alternative  methods  of 
production  are  being  investigated  and  eventually  this  plant  will  become  re¬ 
dundant. 

^Metallurgical  Works.  This  firm  converted  six  coal-fired  pot  type 
annealing  furnaces  to  the  ‘Birlec’  system  of  annealing  using  electric  elements  in 
inert  gas.  This  resulted  in  complete  absence  of  smoke  and  sulphur  emission 
and  the  demolition  of  a  high  brick  stack.  Two  Lancashire  boilers  and  three 
Cochran  boilers  were  converted  to  automatic  oil  firing.  A  modern  type  waste 
incinerator  has  been  installed.  The  progressive  installation  of  plant  to  deal 
with  acid  fumes  was  completed  in  1957. 

Metallurgical  Works.  Lancashire  boiler,  hand  fired  on  coal,  converted 
to  burn  non-bituminous  fuel  (industrial  coke). 

Brewery.  A  battery  of  6  Lancashire  boilers,  overloaded  and  fitted  with 
sprinkler  stokers  for  which  the  present  fuel  is  unsuitable,  is  a  source  of  heavy 
smoke  emissions.  N.I.F.E.S.  have  surveyed  and  reported  on  this  plant,  and 
the  decision  has  now  been  taken  to  oil-fire  with  additional  plant.  This  work  will 
commence  in  May,  1958,  and  be  finished  by  July,  1958. 
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Soap  and  Chemical  Works.  Three  batteries  comprising  30  Lancashire 
boilers  provide  the  same  difficulties  as  in  the  previous  example.  Vast  capital 
re-development  schemes  are  in  hand,  but  the  question  of  new  steam  raising 
plant  is  at  the  moment  in  abeyance.  In  the  meantime  every  effort  is  being  made 
to  keep  smoke  emissions  below  Ringelmann  shade  2.  To  this  end  the  sprinkler 
stokers  are  being  modified  and  adjusted.  Automatic  Smoke  Density  Recorders 
have  been  fitted  and  have  proved  of  great  assistance  in  pin-pointing  and  cor¬ 
recting  operational  faults.  Conditions  from  these  works  are  deceptive  because 
certain  processes  continually  discharge  huge  volumes  of  water  vapour,  which 
in  poor  light  or  adverse  weather  conditions  looks  like  dark  smoke.  Complainants 
are  often  found  to  be  referring  to  this  and  not  to  actual  stacks  emitting  smoke. 

Clay  Industry — Manufacture  of  Refractories.  Potting  kilns,  hand- 
fired  with  coal,  produce  heavy  smoke  emissions  at  certain  stages  in  the  firing. 
Plans  are  in  hand  to  convert  to  oil-firing,  with  gas  jets  to  provide  the  initial 
slow  heat. 

Dyers  and  Cleaners.  Two  overloaded  vertical  cross  tube  boilers,  badly 
stoked,  fired  with  coal  due  to  restricted  and  uncertain  supplies  of  coke,  causing 
considerable  nuisance  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  now  replaced  by  a  fully  auto¬ 
matic  gas  fired  boiler. 

Dyers  and  Cleaners.  A  hand  fired  Cornish  boiler  and  a  vertical  cross 
tube  boiler  overloaded,  badly  stoked,  in  a  dilapidated  condition  and  the  cause 
of  considerable  smoke  nuisance  in  the  centre  of  the  town  replaced  by  an  Econ¬ 
omic  boiler,  properly  instrumented,  complete  with  a  new  80-ft.  high  stack.  The 
boiler  was  converted  to  semi-automatic  oil  firing  in  1956. 

Laundry.  Worn  out  and  overloaded  plant  consisting  of  a  hand  fired 
cross  tube  vertical  boiler  and  a  Cornish  boiler  were  replaced  by  a  mechanically 
stoked  Economic  boiler  complete  with  a  new  high  steel  stack.  The  sprinkler 
was  later  removed  and  the  boiler  has  since  been  hand  fired,  on  coke,  with 
satisfactory  results. 

Tannery.  Two  Lancashire  boilers  with  sprinkler  stokers  were  converted 
to  burn  industrial  boiler  fuel  with  most  satisfactory  results  during  the  summer 
periods  but  resulting  in  damage  to  boiler  flues  when  subjected  to  maximum 
load.  Now  using  a  mixture  of  coal  and  coke  but  the  results  are  not  so  good, 
experiments  are  continuing  to  remedy  faults. 

Tannery.  Two  Lancashire  boilers  coal  fired  were  fitted  with  F.R.S. 
doors.  An  economiser  has  recently  been  installed  and  the  provisions  of  a  low  ram 
coking  stoker  is  in  hand.  (Placed  on  order,  1957.) 

Tannery.  This  firm  has  recently  made  arrangements  to  instal  a  low  ram 
coking  stoker  on  their  main  Lancashire  boiler. 

Tannery.  Two  hand  fired  Lancashire  boilers,  on  coal,  have  been  con¬ 
verted  to  oil  firing  and  properly  instrumentated. 

Tannery.  Talks  have  been  given  to  stokers  and  the  fitting  of  F.R.S. 
doors  to  two  horizontal  boilers  was  recommended.  One  boiler  was  fitted  with 
an  F.R.S.  door  with  satisfactory  results.  Excessive  emissions  from  the  boiler 
not  so  fitted  have  been  dealt  with  by  advice  on  stoking. 
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Tannery.  Hand  fired  Lancashire  boiler.  Recommendations  have  been 
made  regarding  the  use  of  dampers,  methods  of  hand  firing  and  the  use  of 
spent  tan  as  fuel.  Conditions  are  fairly  satisfactory. 

Tannery  (2  Factories).  Representations  have  been  made  regarding  bursts 
of  black  smoke  of  less  duration  than  the  Byelaw  limit  from  both  factories. 
Excessive  smoke  emission  is  due  to  the  use  of  underfeed  stokers  burning  coal 
on  vertical  boiler.  The  company  has  been  made  aware  that  the  plant  will  not 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  new  Act. 

Tannery.  This  firm  have  a  contract  with  N.I.F.E.S.  but  the  plant,  two 
Lancashire  boilers  using  sprinkler  stokers,  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory 
nor  is  the  chimney  stack  high  emough. 

General  Manufacturers.  Smoke,  grit  and  dust  emissions  arising  from 
plant  at  this  firm  have  been  dealt  with  since  1953: — 

(a)  A  grossly  overloaded  sprinkler  stoked  Lancashire  boiler,  a  source  of 
widespread  grit  emission  and  heavy  smoke  emission,  is  being  replaced 
(February,  1958)  by  a  new  Super  Economic  boiler  with  a  low  ram  coking 
stoker  and  fitted  with  a  grit  arrester.  Dust  emission,  caused  by  inefficient 
dust  extraction  plant,  has  been  abated  by  the  installation  of  entirely  new 
dust  extraction  and  disposal  plant. 

(b)  A  coal  fired  vertical  boiler  and  an  old  Cornish  boiler  have  been  replaced 
by  a  new  Economic  oil  fired  boiler.  A  waste  incinerator,  a  source  of  some 
trouble  to  the  nursery  near  the  plant,  has  been  removed. 

(c)  A  new  Cochran  vertical  boiler,  automatically  oil  fired,  has  been  installed. 
This  boiler,  used  for  space  heating,  supplements  the  new  main  boiler  being 
installed  at  the  East  Works. 

General  Manufacturers.  Formal  action  resulting  in  re-organisation  o 
boiler  plant,  in  consultation  with  N.I.F.E.S.,  and  a  change  over  from  coal  to  the 
use  of  industrial  boiler  fuel  has  abated  smoke  nuisance  and  reduced  fuel  costs. 

General  Manufacturers.  The  firm  has  not  implemented  recommenda¬ 
tions  made  by  the  department  and  conditions  are  unsatisfactory.  The  firm 
have  now  been  required  to  consult  N.I.F.E.S. 

Stove  "Works.  Two  hand  fired  vertical  boilers,  a  source  of  considerable 
smoke  emission,  are  being  replaced  (during  1958)  by  larger  super  Economic 
boilers  with  low  ram  coking  stokers  and  higher  chimney  stacks. 

Aluminium  Works.  A  vertical  boiler  has  recently  been  replaced  by  a 
super  Economic  boiler,  oil  fired  and  with  a  higher  stack.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  management  to  increase  the  height  of  chimneys  from  the 
“ exempted”  metallurgical  processes  (oil  fired  furnaces)  as  renewals  become 
necessary. 

Dairy.  The  boilers  have  been  changed  over  from  coal  to  coke  firing. 

Grab  Barge  on  Mersey  above  Warrington  Bridge.  Large  vertical  cross 
tube  boiler  installed  on  barge  carrying  out  dredging  operations.  More  careful 
methods  of  hand  firing  were  required  and  subsequent  use  of  coke  as  fuel  instead 
of  coal,  wherever  a  barge  of  this  type  is  used  within  the  County  Borough  area. 
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Manchester  Ship  Canal.  Excessive  smoke  emissions  from  tugs  passing 
along  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  have  been  reported  to  the  Port  of  Manchester 
Sanitary  Authority. 

Dredgers  in  River  below  Warrington  Bridge  (Chester  Road).  Required 
to  use  more  careful  methods  of  firing  and  to  implement  the  recommendations 
of  N.I.F.E.S.  marine  stoker  demonstrator. 

British  Railways.  Following  timed  observations  of  engines  standing  on 
the  bridge  of  Central  Station  the  executive  was  requested  to  take  the  necessary 
action  to  ensure  minimum  smoke  emission  from  trains  and  shunting  operations 
within  the  County  Borough.  The  first  diesel  locomotives  have  been  introduced 
recently  on  the  Warrington/Liverpool  line. 

*  It  should  be  noted  that  the  firms  thus  marked  are  engaged  in  metallurgical 
processes  which  have  been  exempt  from  statutory  action.  Some  of  the 
improvements  indicated  have,  therefore,  been  secured  only  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  management.

(d)  FOOD  POISONING 

No  outbreaks  were  reported  during  the  year.  In  two  instances  investigations 
were  conducted  into  sickness  affecting  members  of  isolated  families,  but  in 
neither  case  was  it  possible  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  infection  or  isolate  any 
particular  organism. 

Information  was  received  concerning  an  outbreak  in  an  adjoining  area 
caused  by  roast  pork  infected  with  Salmonella  Newport,  and  that  some  of  the 
pork  had  been  delivered  to  retailers  in  the  borough.  The  latter  were  visited 
immediately  and  the  suspected  food  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed 
before  reaching  consumers. 
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(e)  ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD 

J.  G.  Sherratt,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  holds  the  appointment  of  Public 
Analyst  and  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the 
Fertiliser  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Acts  are  submitted  to  him  for  analysis. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year  was  219 
(see  Table  1).

The  minimum  presumptive  standard  prescribed  by  the  Sale  of  Milk 
Order,  1939,  for  genuine  milk  is  3-0%  milk  fat  and  8-5%  milk  solids-not-fat. 

Of  159  samples  of  milk  submitted,  11  samples  of  6-9%  failed  to  reach 
the  standard  of  the  Sale  of  Milk  Order,  1939,  All  of  the  deficient  samples  with 
small  deficiencies  of  solids-not-fat  were  reported  as  genuine  but  abnormal 
milks. 

One  sample  of  ice  cream  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  extent  of  44%. 
Proceedings  were  instituted  and  a  fine  of  £10  was  inflicted. 

Consideration  was  given  by  the  Committee  to  the  circumstances  relating 
to  foreign  articles  in  foodstuffs  referred  to  below  and  warning  letters  were  sent 
to  the  firms  concerned.  Each  case  was  the  subject  of  close  investigation  of 
processes  and  methods.

Particulars  of  slaughtering  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse,  Orford  Green, 
and  the  premises  of  J.  Cross  and  Son  are  given  below. 

During  the  year  26,126  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  public  slaughter¬ 
house  and  7,166  at  the  private  slaughterhouse. 

Whilst  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  animals  killed 
the  figure  for  cattle  showed  an  increase  and,  of  the  cattle,  the  proportion  of 
cows  was  lower.  This  indicates  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  beef 
passing  through  the  slaughterhouses.  Further  evidence  in  support  of  this 
trend  is  provided  by  noting  the  5%  reduction  in  the  total  weight  of  meat  and 
offal  condemned  which  is  recorded.

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PART  IX— DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS 


INSPECTION  AND  LICENSING 

Fifty-one  visits  were  made  by  public  health  inspectors  (who  are  appointed 
Local  Authority  inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  the  Acts)  to  markets  and  col¬ 
lecting  centres,  for  purposes  connected  with  the  issue  of  licences  and  the  various 
orders  and  regulations,  etc.  Twenty-four  visits  were  made  in  regard  to  transfer 
of  animals  under  licence. 

The  Local  Authority  granted  licences  during  the  year  under  the  Regulation 
of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1954,  authorising  the  holding  of  51  markets  at 
which  swine  were  included. 

No  contagious  diseases  occurred  in  the  borough  during  1957.  On  several 
occasions,  however,  it  came  within  the  boundary  of  restricted  areas  under  Foot 
and  Mouth  Disease,  Swine  Fever  and  Fowl  Pest  orders,  as  a  result  of  which  many 
enquiries  for  information  were  received  and  a  number  of  movement  licences 
were  issued. 

The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food)  Order,  1957,  came  into  operation 
during  the  year.  This  Order  prohibits  the  feeding  of  unboiled  waste  foods  to 
certain  animals  or  to  poultry  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Foot  and  Mouth  and 
other  diseases.

A  total  of  45  visits  was  made  by  inspectors  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  week-day  closing  and  Sunday  trading.  Following  complaints  from  shop¬ 
keepers  concerning  illegal  Sunday  trading  action  was  taken  which  led  to  the 
detection  of  contraventions  of  the  Sunday  Trading  Act,  and  eight  shopkeepers 
were  subsequently  fined  £1  each  for  this  offence. 

235  visits  were  paid  in  connection  with  the  health  and  comfort  provisions. 
In  26  cases  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  was  included  in  work  of 
reconstruction  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.
